Philip Anderso n o f Crete, 
alo ng with fo ur o ther per­ 
so ns and two co rpo ratio ns, 
had carried the case ag ainst 
the tax law to the hig hest 
co urt in the natio n, fo llo wing 
co nsecutiv e rebuffs in Lan­ 
caster District Co urt and 
the State Supreme Co urt. 
In a on e-sen ten ce order 
filed Mon day , the U.S. Su ­ 
preme Cou rt said An derson ’s 
challen g e of the Nebraska 
in come tax does n ot presen t 
*’a su bstan tial federal qu es­ 
tion .” 
The order apparen tly en ds 
the first seriou s leg al attack

Also the U.S. Comman d 
here had been say in g a 11 
alon g that Khe San h was 
su rrou n ded by two en emy 
div ision s, abou t 20,000 men . 
Ho wev er, intellig ence o ffi­ 
cers who went o v er the 
g ro und themselv es were say ­ 
ing firmly at Khe Sanh a 
co uple weeks ag o that the 
ev idence indicated there had 
nev er been mo re than 10,000 
enemy tro o ps aro und the 
base. 
The liftin g of the sieg e 
was certain ly a v ictory for 
the Marin es at Khe San h an d 
the bombers that su pported 
them — the en emy n ev er did 
g et to lau n ch his lon g pre­ 
dicted attack.

The relocation in v olv es six 
to eig ht staff position s an d 
phy sical tran sfer from the 
Nebraska Psy chiatric In sti­ 
tu te (NPI) to the Depart­ 
men t of In stitu tion s’ head­ 
qu arters offices at Lin coln 
State Hospital. 
In a letter to In stitu tion s 
Director Don Du n can , Tie­ 
man n also g av e his approv ­ 
al to a recommen dation that 
“the Clin ical Serv ices Div i­ 


sion be placed directly u n der 
the su perv ision of Dr. Rob­ 
ert Osborn e, depu ty director 
for medical serv ices.” 
Dr. Osbo rne repo rted the 
Co mmunity Serv ices Div i­ 
sio n shift, under study fo r 
so me time, “ clarifies respo n­ 
sibilities 
and 
administra­ 
tio n.” 
It shou ld resu lt, he said, 
in “f r e e i n g NPI for Its 
primary mission of train in g 
men tal health person n el an d 
research.”

But Katien bach, In a ra­ 
dio In terview broadcast Sun ­ 
day , said of the impasse: “I 
thin k it will be solved; I 
can ’t predict on the time — 
I suppose It really depen ds 
on how much on e wan ts to 
talk as to how man y differ­ 
en t places on e can put for­ 
ward” In suggestin g sites. 
The un dersecretary 
also 
stron gly hin ted that m o r e 
than a y ear ago the admin i­ 
stration , in secret diplomacy ,

It is the po o r and the average inco me fam­ 
ilies who are getting punished mo st by co n­ 
stantly higher prices o f the necessities they 
buy and o f ever-higher interest charges o n the 
mo ney they bo rro w fo r a farm o r small busi­ 
ness. a ho me, a car, furnishings o r anything 


It is the rich, who have mo ney available 
fo r investment, who pro fit fro m the higher re­ 
turns o n savings, the increasing dividends, the 
climbing value o f co rpo rate stiK'ks and real 
estate. 
This is no t to blame the rich. Investment 
capital is what makes this co untry go . Invest­ 
o rs have every reaso n to take advantage o f a 
favo rable situatio n.

Rather, the blame rests with Co ngress 
which has refused fo r well o ver a year to 
enact higher inco me tax rates which, in 
the near-iinanimo us o pinio n o f the co iin- 
trv’s eco no mic and financial experts, is the 
o iilv alternative to the present co urse.

Vo ting io r a tax hike understandably is a 
traumatic experience fo r a lawmaker w ho 
wants to be re-elected. But inflatio n and high­ 
er interest rates are far mo re co stly to the 
middle and lo wer inco me |)erso ns than the pro ­ 
po sed tax hike ever wo uld be. 
This is so mething that the faint-hearted

Q. Now that you’ve filed 
your 1967 Federal income tax 
return, what are the chances 
that the Internal Revenue 
Service’s mechanical brains 
will pick up even your slight­ 
est error? 
A. Not as great as you 
havo been led to think. 
In 
the 
past 
couple 
of 
weeks, a flurry of scare 
stories 
have 
appeared in 
n e w s - 
papers 
and 
m a g a - 
zines report­ 
ing that the 
IR S ’s 
com­ 
puters a r e 
r e l e n t - 
lessly whirl­ 
ing 24 hours 
a day, sev- 
Porter 
en days a week and giving 
the impression that the com­ 
puters will select millions of 
our just-filed 
returns 
for 
questioning — among them, 
of course, yours. The impli­ 
cation is that tons of returns 
are being automatically fed 
into the giant system and 
that never before has an 
audit of your return been so 
likely. 
Well. This being the sea­ 
son for stories such as this. 
I ’ve done my own investigat­ 
ing. And the facts are quite 
different from what these 
stories seem to suggest. 
Item: Despite the use of 
'advanced 
data 
processing 
equipment, the IRS is “ al­ 
most sinking in an ocean of 
paperwork,*’ says the Re­ 
search Institute of America 
in a report privately circu­ 
lated to its subscribers. The 
Research Institute adds: 
“ The computer system it­ 
self is in trouble. Because the 


demand for computer usage 
far exceeds the present IRS 
computer 
capability, 
indi­ 
vidual returns with under­ 
payments and overpayments 
of tax get processing prior­ 
ity. So-called “ full-paid” in­ 
dividual returns received by 
the IRS in 1967 may not get 
properly entered in the IRS 
computer setup until 1969.” 
Item: The h e a r t of the 
problem is that an over­ 
whelming 105,000,000 returns 
were received and 49,000,000 
refunds were made last year 
—a volume of paper th e 
IRS didn’t anticipate u n t i l 
1970, This reflects the spec­ 
tacular expansion of business 
and the upgrading of millions 
of workers to taxpaying lev­ 
els. 
Item: On top of this, the 
IRS has been receiving tens 
of millions of information re­ 
turns on dividends and inter­ 
est—and 
also 
a 
soaring 
number 
of 
complex 
indi­ 
vidual returns. 
Item: Then on top of all 
this in turn, the IRS com­ 
puters have been uncovering 
more errors than ever before 
and thus its employes have 
been doing more correspond­ 
ing with taxpayers than ever 
before. 
This hardly adds up to the 
publicized picture of an ef­ 
ficient mechanical b r a i n 
quickly ferreting out your 
new return and pouncing on 
your “ little errors.” Hardly, 
in fact, the IRS itself has 
c a l c u l a t e d 
that 
your 
chances of an audit are as 
follows: 
If you’re filing as an in­ 
dividual, about one in 25; 
If you’re filing as a cor­ 
poration, about one in eight; 
If you’re filing an estate 


tax return, 
about one in 
four and a gift tax return, 
about one in 14. 
But, cautions Leon Gold, 
chief tax expert of the Re­ 
search Institute, your odds 
of an audit are much great­ 
er if your adjusted gross in­ 
come is $25,000 or more; if 
you are in a trade or pro­ 
fession in which payment in 
cash is widespread practice; 
if you claim any deductions 
which 
appear 
abnormally 
big against average deduc­ 
tions for your income brack­ 
et; if you have substantial 
unreimbursed entertainment 
expenses. And expect your 
arithmetic to be checked. 
Clincher: So scarce has 
1RS manpower become that 
the service has “ temporar­ 
ily suspended” its Taxpay­ 
er Compliance Measurement 
Program. These TCMP au­ 
dits were exhaustive, time- 
consuming examinations of 
a small cross-section of re­ 
turns designed to help the 
Treasury improve its audit- 
collection procedures. 
The 1RS no 
lo n g e r has 
manpower for these A to Z 
audits; it needs all its per­ 
sonnel just to keep up with 
regular exams.

Washington 
— President 
Johnson’s 
recommendation 
for a sharply increased in­ 
terest rate on college dormi­ 
tory loans has been rejected 
by the Senate Banking Com­ 
mittee. 
Instead the panel has sub­ 
stituted an interest subsidy 
plan of its own designed to 
get the long-stalled loan pro­ 
gram back into operation. 
Sponsors of the substitute 
regard the dormitory l o a n 
program as highly success­ 
ful. They say it has helped 
greatly in enabling the na­ 
tion’s colleges and univer­ 
sities to meet a flood-tide of 
enrollments in the y e a r s 
since World War II. 
A Housing and Urban De­ 
velopment Department offi­ 
cial reported that the pro­ 
gram, since Congress estab­ 
lished it in 1950, has provid­ 
ed living accommodations for 
773,000 students. There never 
has been a default on a 
dormitory loan, he said. 
However, the program has 
slowed almost to a halt in 
the last two years because 
of federal budget stringencies 
growing out of the Vietnam­ 
ese war. 
The department was re­ 


quired by the budget bureau 
to stop taking any more ap­ 
plications for loans in Jan­ 
uary 1966 at a time when 
there was a $560 million 
b a c k lo g and Insufficient 
funds. 
There have been only two 
brief reopenings of the pro­ 
gram since. 
One of these is now in ef­ 
fect with applications being 
accepted until May 15. But 
the Budget Bureau has re­ 
leased only $200 million in 
loan funds for the current re­ 
opening although $300 million 
is authorized for the current 
year. 
Robert F. Kerley, v i c e 
president of the University 
of Kentucky, speaking for 
U.S. 
colleges and 
univer­ 
sities, told the Senate com­ 
mittee the need for dormitor­ 
ies is $1 billion annually for 
the next six to eight years. 
Tlie presently authorized 
interest rate for the govern­ 
ment loans for the program 
is 3 per cent. 
President Johnson, in his 
1968 omnibus Housing B i l l , 
proposed that this be raised 
to the current federal rate 
on borrowings of similar ma­ 
turities, or about 5.4 per 


cent. There would be con­ 
tingent authority to out this 
slightly. 


Kerley 
noted 
that 
the 
loans are paid off from fees 
and said the president’s pro­ 
posal would mean that dor­ 
mitory charges would have 
to be raised more than $100 
per academic year for each 
student. 


This appeared to run coun­ 
ter to the goal proclaimed 
by th e administration of 
making it possible for many 
more young people to go to 
college, he said. 
The Banking Committee, 
now holding closed sessions 
on the 1968 Housing Bill, has 
rejected Johnson’s interest 
rate proposal on the loans. 
Instead, it has adopted a 
substitute plan under which 
the government would make 
up the difference between a 
3 per cent rate and the ac­ 
tual interest which a univer­ 
sity had to pay in getting a 
dormitory loan from a pri­ 
vate lender. 
Th e Administration op­ 
poses the substitute, con­ 
tending it will cost more in 
the long run than direct gov­ 
ernment 3 per cent loans.

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The Education Commission 
of the States hag scheduled a 
national forum on teachers’ 
strikes, sanctions and sal­ 
aries in Denver June 26-28, 
according to the ECS Bulle­ 
tin. 
Since last September eight 
states and 19 separate local 
or county 
school 
districts 
hav e been inv olv ed in teacher 
strikes, strike threats, mass 
resignations or “ professional 
day s,” all classified by the 
Bulletin as strikes. 
With substantial dup lica­ 
tion and overlap p ing of rea­ 
sons for the strikes, the is­ 
sue is salaries in 16 cases. 
The forum, announced by 
commission chairman Calvin 
M. Ramp ton, governor of 
Utah, will attemp t to deal 
with such questions as these: 
Teachers hav e receiv ed salary 
increases 
but where will Uie 
funds come from?

Baseb all b uff Lawrence Ritter, a professor of finance 
at New York University, offers a new twist in a compari- 
sion of Bab e Ruth and Willie Mays. 
Would you b elieve that Ruth, b aseb all’s all-time home 
run king with 714, is three times more valuab le 
t ha n 
Mays, No. 2 in the home run derb y? That’s the way it 
stocks up in Ritter’s of the two sluggers’ salaries. 


Ruth received a salary of $ 80,000 in 1931 and pa i d 
$ 11,500 in federal Income taxes, giving him a take-home 
pay of $ 68,500. Mays received $ 125,000 for hfs b aseb all ef- 
forts last year, b ut paid $ 73,000 in federal income tax for 
a toke-home portion of $ 52,000. 


But Ritter, citing that consumer prices are more than 
doub le the 1931 rate, says Mays’ $ 52,000 would b uy only 
as much as $ 23,600 did in 1931. In terms of purchasing 
power Mays salary was worth only ab out a third of Ruth’s. 
Willie would have to b e paid $ 454,000 to match Bab e’s 
purchasing power and Ritter, projecting to the year 2000, 
fays Mays would have to b e paid $ 956,300 to equal Ruth.
